THE SOMERSAULT CAR. 


Automobile That Turne Completely 
Over in Midair. 

Whatever may be thought of the 
American somersaulting motor car as 
a public performance, It is certainly a 
triumph of scientific mechanics. The | 
car, moving down a steeply inclined , 
tinck, attains a velocity of twenty: | 
eight miles an hour. Leaving the track 
at the base of the incline, it is shot Into 
the air and turus a complete somer- 
sault before reaching a platform some 
feet off. The arrangements by which 
this remarkable feat is achieved are 
notable for their simplicity. The 
hecessary gyrating iinpulse is given to 
the car as it reaches the base of the 
incline by the orrangement of the 
guiding rails in relation to the track 
itself. On the incline, which starts at 
a height of fifty feet from the ground, | 


| 


are a pair of brond tracks for the 
wheels of the car, and between these a 
pair of guide rails. ‘The car is kept to 
these ralis by four ball bearing rollers, 
two In front and two behind, The } 
former press the sides of the ralla, 
while the latter run in grooves oa the 
tops of the same. This arrangement, 
combined with the sharp upward turn 
of the ratis at the base of the Incline, 
gives the car the necessary twisting 
linpolse just as it leaps into the alr, 
for the front wheels of the car remain 
on the track, while the hind ones hre 
tilted up by the back rollers, which 
run on the top of the rails, As the 
center of gravity of the car describes 
a parabola in the air the car itself 
turns a slow somersault, moving 
through 40 degrees for every two feet 
horizontal advance. Having turned 
completely round, it will have thus ad- 
vanced nine feet, and a collapsible 
platform ts placed at this distance to 
receive it. The ear lands on this In a 
horizontal position, the force of ita 
impact being taken up by the springs, 
and runs off it for some thirty or forty 
feet. The success of the affair con- 
sists In the careful adjustment of the 
pitch of the rails in relation to fhat of 
the track. The car must land on the 
platform all four wheels at once; other. 
wise, as has been shown by actual oc- 
currence, the wheets first touching will 
be crushed and the car damaged.— 
London Globe,

Gift to England. 

The statue of William III, of 
Orange, which the German Emperor 
is about to present to King Edward, 
is a bronze figure nine feet in height. 
It will be shipped to England in June, 
when an oxact duplicate will be erect 
ed on the terrace of the royal palace 
in Berlin, 

According to Herr Heinrich Baucke, 
the sculptor who is making both the 
figures, the Emperor decided to send 
the statue to England after seeing the 
seulptor’s rough sketch, “What a 
enpital present that would make for 
England!" he exclaimed. 

His Majesty's original intention was 
to send a miniature statue as a private 
present to ay Edward, but the idea 
was given up in favor of a full-sized 
figure, which, acco to the words 
of the Kaiser's written instructions, is 
intended “for the English nation.” 

Herr Baucke relates that the Em- 
perce spent three-quarters of an hour 
n his studio on his first visit of in- 
spection eriticising the details of the 
historical dreas given to the figure. 
His Majesty seized a paper and pen- 
cil, drew an outline o ° pose. rap 
idly filled in each detail and axplain- 
ed the points with his asual vivacity,

away with him when he departed,

rice it is claimed that flax growing 
* more profitable than wheat grow: 
ing and it may be expected that con- 
siderable quantities will be grown in 
the Canadian Northwest this year 

Flax matures more quickly than 
wheat and may consequent! be sown 
later, Now settlers who have only 
been able to sow a amall acreage of 
wheat can, after the wheat is sown, 
break up more land for flax seed. The 
sood may be sown as late as the mid 
die of June although May is consid 
ered the best month. In fact flax 
seed seems to wait the farmer's con 
venience. It can be sown early ot 
late and as it is leas liable to in- 
jury from weather than any of the 
other cereals it may be harvested af. 
ter the wheat, oats and barley have 
been gathered in, 

Flax seed is especially well adapt 
ed for newly-broken land Prot 
Shaw, of the University of Minnesota, 
formerly one of the professors of the 
Agricultural College at Guelph, Ont., 
says in reference to this: “The influ: 
ence of the flax crop is helpful to the 
quick reduction of the prairie sod ow- 
ing to the peculiar nature of the fib 
rous growth of the roota, These, pene 
trating every part, reduce the soil to 
a disintegrated pulverulent mana, 
which in greatly favorable to the 
growth of the succeedivg grain crop 
other than flax. It has also been no 
ticed that good crops of flax follow 
the breaking up of a sod field. Why? 
For the same reasons that good crops 
of flax are grown on new breaking 
The yields from cropa grown on com: 
mon sod land broken up are usually 
not quite so good as on new breaking, 
because the elements of fertility are 
ae usually present to the same ex

World’s Atmosphere. 


| FORCES THAT MOVE THE AIR. 


Contrasts In Temperature, High and 
Low Pressure and a Law of Nature 
Called the Deflecting Force of the 
Earth's Rotation. 


It is a matter of common observa- 
tion that when the window of a warm 
foom is opened on a still winter night 
the cold alr from without rushes into 
the room, Nearer ‘the ceiling the 
warmer alr is forced out of the win- 
dow, thus completing a general atmos- 
pherte cireulation on a miniature scale, 
These currents of alr, which might 
properly be called wind, would not 
occur if the alr within doors was not 
warmer and consequently lighter than 
the air without, 

The range in temperature between 
the equator and the north pole amounts 
in winter to considerably more than 
100 degrees F., and in summer the 
contrast is also great. Moreover, in 
summer the continents are warmer 
than the oceans, but In winter the re- 
verse is true, Three examples will 
serve to illustrate bow such contrasts 
affect the winds of the world. 

At the equator the temperature aver- 
ages about 80 degrees throughout the 
year, Consequently the lower alr hows 
in from regions of high pressure on 
each side, forming what are known as 
the trades. These winds cover nearly 
one-half of the earth's surface and 
blow with much steadiness the year 
round, 

The monsoons, or “seasonal winds,” 
of India and the Indian ocean are the 
most ioteresting of their class, In 
summer the cooler ocean alr pushes in 
toward the land, while the warmer alr 
over the continents rises to a consid. 
erable height and then flows out to 
sea, forming a systematic circulation 
between ocean and continent. In win- 
ter the ocean is warmer than the con- 
tinent, and the winds reverse their 
direction, 

The “land and sea breezes” occur 
with much regularity near large bodies 
of water in some parts of the world. 
‘The ocean is cooler than the land dur- 
ing the day and warmer at night, caus 
ing on a emall scale a dally later 
change of alr similar to that caused 
by the monsoons, 

A clear knowledge of the term “alr 
pressure” is very helpful in studying 
the causes of wind, Alr, like a stone, 
presses against the ground—t other 
words, It has weight, amounting to bo 
less than 2,117 pounds upon every 
square foot of the earth's surface at 
sea level—but, unlike a stone, the at- 
mosphere is elastic to a high degree 
and also presses in all other directions, 

On account of this elasticity of the 
air, certain forces which arise from 
differences in temperature and the 
earth's rotation cause it to become 
dense or heavy in some regions and 
rare or light in other regions, 

It is the effort of the atmorphere to 
overcome these pressure differences 
and resume a state of equal density 
that causes the winds to blow, 

The columa of mercury in a barome 
ter tube is always just balancing a 
column of alr of the same diameter, 
reaching from the barometer to the 
top of the atmosphere, If the alr ts 
dense the mercury will of course stand 
high In the tube, and to express this 
condition we use the term “high 
pressure,” but if the alr is rare the 
mercury will stand low in the tube, 
and we then use the term “low pres 
sure.” 

Over the United States, Canada and 
other parts of the world the pressure 
is ascertained each day at numerous 
stations, The barometer readings, ex- 
pressed In inches of mercury, are tele 
graphed to a central point and there 
charthd on a map, The exact regions 
where the pressure is high or low 
may then be seen at a glance, It has 
been learned from such observations 
that these areas are constantly moving 
eastward at an average rate of abovt 
000 miles per day. 

Technically the low pressure arenas 
are called “cyclones” and the high 
pressure areas “anticyclones.”” They 
are frequently 3,000 or more miles in 
diameter, The little storms of great 
destructive force so often called cy- 
clones are really tornadoes, 

The highe: the pressure In any par- 
ticular region relative to some other 
region the greater will be the velocity 
of the wind, The winds blow much 
faster in winter than in summer, be- 
cause the greater contrasts of tempera- 
ture cause more decided differences la 


preasure. 

Observations demonstrate, however, 
that the wind never blows tn straight 
lines, because all bodies of alr when 
in motion are acted upon by a law of 
nature called the “deflecting force of 
the earth's rotation.” This force turns 
all wind to the right of its course tn 
the northern hemisphere and to the 
left in the southern, 

Thus if a wind in our hemisphere 
starts north it is soon turned slowly 
toward ‘the northeast, or if it starts 
west it will soon turn toward the 
northwest, Wen it is remembered 
that at the equator the earth ts rotat- 
ing at the enormous velocity of 1,085 
miles an hour, one will not wonder that 
such a deflecting force could exist, All 
areas of high and low pressure, from 
whatever cause, therefore become 
whirling masses of alr, and a little 
thought will show that they must turn 
in opposite directions, In the north- 
ern hemisphere the low areas, or 
“lows,” as they are designated on the 
weather map, always rotate in a dl- 
rection contrary to that of the hands 
of a watch. i.

PLANKED FISH. 
The Up to Date Way to Cook Shad on 
a Wood Plank. 

Planked fish are now in such favor 
that every epring aspiring housekeep- 
er should own a plank. This should 
be of bard wood about two inches 
thick and either grooved or sligtitly 
hollowed In the center to retain the 
Juices and furnished with clips or 
wires to fasten the fish to it. The 
plank must be heated before using. 
While the ideal way to plank is be 
fore an open fire, the upper grate of 
a very hot oven Is a good substitute. 
Planking Is usually associated with 
shad, but any good white fleshed fish, 
as bluefish, whitefish or halibut, is 
equally good. 

Frying is acknowledged the least dl- 
gestible way to cook fish. It can, how- 
ever, be done deliciously if the fish is 
elther rolled in flour or dipped in well 
seasoned egg and breadcrumbs and 
done in very hot fat. The temperature 
should be slightly lower than when 
cooking such things as croquettes, 
whose Interior has been previously pre 
pared. Oil or cottolene is the best me- 
dium for frying, as lard is apt to taste, 

Besides these staple ways of prepar- 
Ing fish, delicious rechauffes, croquettes 
and salads may be made from left- 
overs, Eacaloped fish tn little individ. 
ual forms or shells is good either for a 
family lunch or as @ course at more 
formal affairs. It should always be 
served with sauce tartare or at least 
with a rather acid mayennalse, 

Every one should own some of the 
interesting fish molds which now are 
very inexpensive, These give most at- 
tractive forms in which to prepare left 
overs or, Indeed, new creamed fishes, 
The sauces in which the fish Is pre- 
pared should always be a little stiffer 
than when it is not to be molled. A 
very attractive way to serve salmon, 
either fresh or canned, is in timbale 
molds. It is also very artistic as a 
course for a dinner when clr 
creamed and molded in the shape of a 
huge curled fish and served on a flat 
platter, covered with caper sauce and 
garnished with parsley and lemon.

INCUBATOR CHICKS. 
Success of the Methed Assured—Care 


and Patience Needed. 


Several people, both in the suburbs 
and in the country, are experimenting 
this year with the incubator plan of 
raising chickens, The work is decided- 
ly interesting in ita initial stages, the 
curiosity of the thing ensuring good 
and careful regulations during the 
first batches. But the hardest work 
follows after. The taking care of the 
young chicks is everything, and if 
precautionary measures for that care 
and feeding of them are taken, with 
a willingness to use any amount of 
patience, no doubt profit will ensue. 

Care should be taken to select the 
eggs, testing them thoroughly, so as 
to ensure fertile ones. Run the in- 
eubator according to directions, and 
at the appointed time the chicks will 
appear. 

‘he main thing to do after the hatch 
is to keep them in warm and well- 
ventilated compartments. The ques- 
tion of feed is not a diffieult one, for 
anyone who observes nature and ad- 
heres closely to her laws will experi 
ence little difficulty on this score 


4 OTH CENTURY TURNOUT. 
Over-feeding will probably be a big- 
ger danger than under-feeding. We do 
not believe in softfeeding. lt may do 
for a change once in a while, but the 
dry method carries more common- 
sense with it. Absolute cleanliness is 
essential, Disease lurks in dirty gous 
and once it starte among the flock 
the labor of weeks fades away in a 
few momenta, 

We had occasion to visit a neat 
farmhouse recently in which the in- 
cubator had been successfully intro- 
duced, Over 90 per cent. of the eggs 
hatched and the chicks were being 
cared for in the beat of condition. The 
brooder was placed in a “V-shaped 
eoep on the sunny side of the plum 
orchard. A window on the south and 
a door on the north were neatly’ in 
sorted, and here the chicks were se 
cure from chill, This house will form 
a valuable place for each, hatch at its 
beginning. As the chicks grow they 
ean be moved to similar but amaller 
coops, which can be placed at various 
parte of the yard. 

The danger from skunks, weasels 
and hawks continnes all the season 
and a steady attention nightly of the 
coops ia the only surety for success 
Other things will creep up that will 
discourage the worker, but he must 
be prepared for some discount on hiv 
expectations, The market for good, 
fat chicks ia always good. With the 
erowth of the citles and inerease in

forming will be a profitable wndertak 
irg. 


BACON HOGS. 


Eastern Ontario Has Big Chances of 
Making More Money. 


Considerable interest is being shown 
iu Wie special bacon meelings Low be 
ing conducted in BKastern Ontario, 
ine tasmers, for the most pert, are 
sory busy, but thir appreciation of 
the value of atlenuing such meetings 
leads them to turn out in fairly large 
numbers, 

‘ihe average attendance in the 
County of Glengarry, in whieh count 
toeetings have just been completed, 
wae Uurty, All in attendance were per: 
sons keeuly interested in the bacon 
industry, and from the variety and 
pointed questions asked of Mr. Dun 
can Anderson, who is giving address 
ee at there meetings, it is clear that 
the dairymen of the east are waking 
to the necessity for raising a larger 
number of hogs of the desired bacon 
type. In this country, where we have 
over 31,000 milch cows, the farmers 
kill or sell i f 21,000 hogs. Every 
dairymen should produce at least two 
hogs for every cow he keeps, This 
would mean 60,000 hogs for Giclees, 
instead of 21,000, From this souree 
they would receive annually over | 
$500,000, or $300,000 more than at 
present, In this county only 700 acres 


could play in granite ware and the vessel beld | of mangolds or turnips are grown an- 


nually, If the farmers would break up 
some. of their almost worn-out hay 
fields and grow a few acres of roots 
for their hogs and cattle, no doubt 
their additional income would much 
more than compensate for the extra 
Jabor and outlay,

A CRIMEAN VETERAN 


SIR A. K. WILSON SPECIALLY 
PROMOTED BY THE KING. 


Raised to Position of Admiral of the 
Fleet—Will Succeed Fisher as First 
Sea Lord—Won Victoria Cross at 
Battle of E! Teb—Fought Dervishes 
With Fists After His Sword Snap- 
ped in His Hand, 


King Edward, by promoting Sir Ar- 
thur Knyvet Wilson w the rank of 
admiral of the fleet, which is the naval 
equivalent of the military office of field 
marshal, on the eve of the day un- 
der which he was slated to retire, on 
the score of age, has succeeded in 
retaining him on the active list. For 
admirals of the fleet, like field mar- 
shals, possess the privilege of remain- 
ing on the active list without regard 
to age limit until their death t is 
generally understood that Sir Arthur, 
the most capable commander of the 
British navy, is slated to succeed Ad- 
miral Sir John Fisher as first sea lord 
of the Admiralty. 

Sir Arthur is a Crimean veteran, 
having served in that war, off Sevas- 
topol, as a 1%year-old midshipman, 
And four years later he took part in 
the storming of the Taku forts in 
China. 

Won Victoria Cross. 

But it waa at the battle of El Teb, 
on the Red Sea const, during the Sou- 
dan campaign, that he won his Vie. 
toria Cross by a feat of bravery as 
oo ag as oy that figure on Eng- 
land's roll of honor—namely, the list 
of its Victoria Crosa heroes. For, 
when, at a critical moment, a corner 
of the square had given way under 
the flerce onslaught of the dervishes, 
Capt, Wilson, as he was then, sprang 
into the gap, and, single handed, hek 
the foe in check until some men of 
the York and Lancaster regiments 
rushed to his assistance. While lay- 
ing about him with his sword the 
blade snapped almost at the hilt, and 


Sin ARTHUR K. WILson, 
thereupon Wilson let out with his 
flats, rent and left, bowling the enemy 
over like ninepins, and, marvelous to 
relate, escaping with a few relatively 
trifling wounds. Needless to say that 
hia fellow officers presented him with 
& superb sword of honor to replace 
that which he had broken on the Pus 
sles, while Queen Victoria decorated 
him with the Victoria Cross 

Sir Arthur Wilson may be said to 
come from a fighting stock. For he 
is heir to the baronetey which his un- 
cle, Gen, Sir Archdale Wilson, won 
during the great Indian mutiny by 
the capture of Delhi, the name of 
which famous Indian city ia borne 
in conjunction with the baronetey, The 

resent holder of the baronetey is Sir 

land Knyvet Wilson, who is pro- 
fessor of Indian law and history at 
the University of Cambridge. He haa 
no children, and the new admiral 
of the fleet is his younger brother 
Another brother waa killed in one of 
the most sensational of the many 
tragedies that figure in the annals of 
the Alpine Club, during an ascent of 
the Riffelhorn, in Switzerland, some 
@ years ago.

TIGERS MERCILESS DEMONS. 


While Easy to Handle and Quick to 
Learn, When Aroused They Are 
Fiends incarnate—Panthers, Jaguars 
and Leopards Are Treacherous. 


“Of all wild animals,” writes A. W. 
Rolker in Appleton’s Magazine, “in- 
cluding the rhinoceros with his fright- 
fal charge and his dreadful horn, th- 
cluding the rogue elephant with his 
tnbounded strength, his marvelous 
cunning and his villainous trunk, and 
including that gray shaggy rogue, the 
American grizzly, with his rib crush. 
ing hug, his ponderous paw and his 
hot, recking maw, no beast is as dan- 
gerous to man as any one of the big 
cata. 

“For, besides the mouth provided 
with teeth that can crunch through the 
leg bone of a man as if it were a 
Pipestem, each foot is provided with 
five pontard-like claws, pointed like 
heedies and from three to four and a 
half inches long. As the beast strikes 
with these he draws the claws tn, 
keeping hold of muscles and tendons 
and ligaments and tearing them out of 
the flesh until they snap like rubber 
bands, so that anleas the victim sue 
cumbs it will be months and months 
and sometimes years and years be- 
fore he can regain use of an Injured 
met ber, 

“But not only do these talons tear 
viciously. Curtous t say, although 
the claws are needle pointed an! 
the edges are dull as the tip of a little 
finger, a cut with one of these hook« 
ia like the cut of a dagger. On one oc 
ecasion in Bostock’s trained wild ani 
mal show a Bengal tigress made a 
Sweep at a Kuropean black bear, cut 
through the six inch thick fur of the 
bear and cut three paralle! strips two 
feet long and six inches deep and 
clean as razor slashes to the very 
backbone of the beast. 

“As a matter of fact, the dexterity 
of one of these big cats’ claws te as 
tounding. Tere ts a curious accident 
which happened to Bostock when he 
undertook personally to break in a 
‘rogue’ tiger that had ‘gone bad! Pro- 
vided with sole leather guards worn 
hext the akin and covering the fleshy 
part of the leg from the groin to the 
knee, be entered the arena with the 
bad one and was attacked and wound. 
ed. Ile trousers were slashed in one

claw, an wundergarment showed two 
similar and the sole leather guard 
three similar cuta, while the fleah was 
torn an inch deep tn four places three 
inches long. 

“Still another instance showing the 
Marvelous quickness of claw happened 
in the same show when the trainer in 
charge of a leopard group was saved 
in the nick of time from a rogue which 
had tried to pull bim down by climb- 
ing up on him, The arm of this man 
showed between wrist and elbow alone 
twenty-six wounds varying from a 
quarter of an inch deep and an inch 
long to one Inch deep and four inches 
long. 

“Of all the big cata, including that 
magnificent jungle maned monarch of 
might, the lion, and including those 
beautifully spotted orange and black 
villains, the Jaguar and the leopard, 
and thelr cousin, that nolseless, light 
ning ewift traitor, the panther, train: 
ers prefer to handle the tiger, 

“This is contrary to the popular be 
Hef which credits the tiger as the moat 
bloodthirsty of all wild beasta. The 
tiger la, however, the quickest to learn 
and the easiest to handle. Whereas 
the tiger always remains a nervous, 
high ‘frung brote, after a time a lion 
becomes phiegmatie and lazy and re- 
quires urging, which ts apt to cause 
trouble, 

“Whereas the tiger ts a demon tncar- 
ate and merciless once aroused, he ts 
at least an honest fighter that gives 
ample warning when about to attack 
and only as a rare exception attacks a 
man from behind, unlike the ja r, 
the leopard and the panther, which are 
treacherows and almost invariably at- 
tack when a back ts turned. 

“Again, of all this dangerous family 
the nature of the tiger comes nearest 
that of any ordinary house cat, and, al- 
ways comparatively, the tiger it a that 
fa most appreciative once the master 
has succee*ed tn establishing his truce, 
Then, like the domestic cat, he likes to 
brush up against the person of bis 
trainer, loves to have bis back rubbed 
and groomed and the top of his head 
scratched to soothe the everlasting itch 
between the ears, while be emits purs 
of satisfaction, forgetting that the 
least unforeseen accident may arouse 
murderous instincts that would in a 
twinkling convert the friendly meeting 
into a shambies.”

fs well when new because of its Ir 
regular surface, but this soon disap 
pears, Kettles which have been burn 
ed black, as they will be somet!mes 
are restored by pumice stone to thet 
pristine smoothness and polish, No 
chain dishcloth ever can approach it 
and one who tries It will pever be with 
out it again. A plece lnsts a long 
time, 

When a kettle threatens to boll over 
grease the rim lightly all around with 
a olt of butter, The contents wil! 
touch this danger line, but will not 
pases it. Stewpans in which vegetables 
are boiling may be treated in the same 
way. 

To clean dainty table covers or sith 
tub magnesia on the solled spots and 
put away for a few days. Put plenty 
on both sides, When wanted for use 
again brash well, and the spots wil! 
be gone. 

To wash woolen blankets dissolve 
soap enough to make a good ude in 
bolling water and add a tablexpoonful 
of aqua ammonia, When scalding hot 
tien over your blankets.
